The Dominion Department of 
Agriculture 1s to be commended for 
the early release of a statement as 
to desired increases or decreases 
of various agricultural products. 
Objectiyes were published last 
December, Recommended or, in 
some cases, expected acreages or 
production for 1945 are expressed 
as percentages of 1944 acreages or 
production. ; 

An increase in almost all agricul- 
tural production is desired. The 
following-figures merit the attention 
of Prairie Province farmers: ‘ 

Increases (% of 1944), Oats, 12; 
barley, 10; summerfallow, 3; cattle, 
8; calves, 10; sheep and lambs, 3; 
creamery butter, 5; Be, 6; rape 
seed, 75; sunflower 45; sugar 
beets, 26; alfalfa seed, $3; crested 
wheat grass seed, 6, 

Slight Change, or None. Hay ani 
clover, hogs, dairy produce other 
than creamery butter, honey, wool. 

Decreases (% of 1944). Wheat, 
8; rye, 23; sweet clover seed, 38; 
brome grass seed, 25,
